The instant invention recites method for decoding image with OCR so as to arrive at an 
unambiguous portion of destination address, if portion is not unambiguously decoded, 
transmitting image to a video coding workstation and manually entering a prespecified and fixed 
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number of alpha/numeric characters following a predetermined coding rules, querying a database 
via a search based upon fixed number of keystrokes; obtaining a limited set of database entries 
by search and transmitting limited set back to OCR and retrying decoding of image with OCR 
based upon limited set so as to produce an unambiguously decoded portion. 

These key features in combination with other features of the claimed invention are neither 
taught nor suggested by the art of record.
